along for the ride, even if I’m sure there times when we were all squashed in 
the overheating van that you all wished I was anywhere else but sweating all 


I’d never really thought about going to the USA until this opportunity 
came up, and in a way it’s a pretty surreal place. On one level it felt a lot 
like the UK, most folk speak English, a lot of similar cultural reference 
points, similar foods (for some reason I had it in my mind I was gonna struggle 
to get vegan food!) and in a way, because I was so used to seeing the USA on TV 
and in movies, I felt quite comfortable being there. On another level however 
the differences are massive. One of the main things that really stood out for 
me were the ‘patriotic’ feelings that seemed to turn up a lot amongst the 
punks. I suppose it’s a bit of running joke with us over here that Americans 
are really over the top patriotic, and there was definitely no shortage of 
flags on show throughout the country, but speaking to punks in New York who 
were off to join the army the following day was a real head fuck for me. 

Getting to see Lotus Fucker, Chaos Destroy and The Wankys umpteen times 
was of course absolutely fantastic. The thing I love the most about these bands 
is that although they all fall under the ‘noise punk’ umbrella they are all, in 
reality, playing completely different styles of punk or hardcore. I feel 
privileged to have been able to spend time as a fly on the wall round these 
guys seeing how the dynamics within each of the groups works and what it takes 
to make such fantastic music. It was particularly cool to watch Chaos Destroy 
become noticeably better every night, honing their skills and becoming more and 
More organic in their performance, their final gig in Baltimore tore the paint 
of the greasy graffiti stained walls. It was also a really energising 
experience to be around so many people who felt so strongly about the DIY 


ethic, defiantly a driving factor for the completion of the document that you 
now hold in your dirt j ! 


Aside from The Wankys, Chaos Destroy and Lotus Fucker, the quality band 
to gig ratio was reasonably high, with only a few real stinkers over the whole 
tour. I think the two bands who made the biggest impression on everyone were 
Who Killed Spikey Jacket and Dawn of Humans, proper punk rock attitude and some 
crazy fun tunes. Dawn of Humans have two 7‘’s out which are available from 
European distros and Who Killed Spikey Jacket / Wankys split tape is due any 
time soon on Pogo Punx Records. I also met a lot of cool people, as well as a 
few long time pen friends (hi Jaki!) which was also super awesome. There are 
too many folk to list, but to anyone who made food, put us up, slipped us a can 
of PBR 6r generally made us feel welcome i have to say THANK YOU VERY FUCKING 
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I originally wanted to include a compilation cd with this issue of all 
the bands that The Wankys played with during the tour, but it seems the comp is 


well and truly dead in the water as far as bands are concerned (I think only 
three or four of the fifteen or so bands I contacted even got back to me when 


contacted.) I still believe in the comp as a viable medium and I cant see why 
bands would turn down the opportunity to have their music spread to a wider 

audience, especially on the other side of the world. Anyway instead of the comp 
cd I got two new songs from the Wankys pressed up onto a flexi for your 
listening pleasure and hope you enjoy rocking out to them as much as I have 
releasing them upon the big bad world! 


This past year, including the USA trip, has been pretty wild for me, with] 
a lot of reflection on where I’m at and where I’m going with my life. While it 
wasn’t the only factor affecting my decision, the time I spent hanging out with 
Dan and the Lotus Fucker guys who’re all bar one straight edge’ defiantly 
influenced to give up drinking shortly after getting back from the USA. What 
can I say, physically and mentally I feel a lot better for Le, Dut Pt Seay 
coming to terms with it on a social level. I honestly feel like taking alcohol 
out of the equation has spun a lot of my life completely on its head, but the 
positive definitely out weighs the negative. I’ve also come to realise that 
I’ve been over stretching myself within the punk scene over the last few years, 
committing myself to too many projects and activities. I’ve already stopped my 
label, cutting back on band stuff and might possibly be calling Ploppy Pants a 
day as well. I think I’ve got one more issue in me but after that there’s no 
game-plan, and I’m po ooking for one, 


So I hope ya enjoy the zine, sorry there’s not much stuff about folk 
shitting their pants, seems that The Wankys, Lotus Fucker and Chaos Destroys 
bowels are all in full working order, no matter how many bean burritos with 
extra avocado or jalapefio salad subs they shove down their necks. If ya’ve got 
any tales of knicker nastiness you wanna share with the world, now’s the time 
to get those letters sent in, coz there might not be another chance! Until nex 
time (??), I’ve been Roddy Ploppy Pants and you’ve been a wonderful audience.

Hi Dan, first I’d like about the song writing dynamic of Lotus Fucker. 
You told me that you write the material, bring it to 

practice and then the others learn it. Is it really as straight 
forward as this or do the others add input as well? What about the 
‘block’ song writing approach? If you always play the same 8 songs in 
the same order as a block are they really separate songs or just one 
‘whole’? Why does this approach appeal to you guys? é 


Hmmm well, perhaps it’s best to say that I provide the foundation for 
all our songs. I write all the music and do all the arrangements, but 
of course I have obvious limitations as a songwriter. I don’t know any- 
thing about musical theory, I can’t play guitar and only barely play 
bass, all our music is written on a 2-stringed bass guitar...so my 
ideas are often need some tweaking and editing for maximum effect. 
While I like to exert a fair amount of creative control, I’m not a 
micro-manager: the other guys always. add their own spin on my ideas, 
provide thoughts and opinions, edit as needed, have their own input as 
we all strive to create the best songs. So in the end, each person is 
pretty integral to the songwriting process. Even though I write all theg 
music and arrangements, the end result is typically the result of a lot 
of collaboration using my ideas as a starting point. But some songs 
(“Like a Tiger..”, “Black Dog”, -“The Rock That Will Not Be Withered...”, 
“Bones”, “Lotus Blooms Twice” come to mind) I really did just write 
everything and teach them to the other guys, no discussions needed as 
those songs are so simple and primitive. 


When I write the songs, they don’t really start as a block .:.Sf- just 
keep writing songs until I think I have enough, then I think about how 
to arrange them such that they flow nicely from one into the other, 
like a puzzle. I always pay particular attention to how it’1l sound 
live, how we can keep the energy high and the transitions smooth and 
sensical. What sorgs make sense next to each other, and what doesn’t. 
This kinda macro-songwriting is really interesting for me. I love 
having a set formula and seeing how various deviations and differing 
inputs will change the end result. 


Once we've got everything arranged the way we want, that’s when it really becomes solidified into a block of sorts. 
Much like you wouldn’t take pieces from different puzzles and try to force them together, we keep all our songs 
together within their proper context, and just play the whole damn set of songs from start to finish. And this 
becomes really important for us live, I think this style of performance has allowed us to become really tight and 
precise as a unit, lots of good vibing between us as we all know what to expect from each other and can thus play 
with both wildness and confidence. 


UPDATE: Started writing songs for a split LP with Exit Hippies and half the songs are written by our drummer John. 
So I suppose I’ve finally ceded a bit of that responsibility. 


Next I’d Like to ask about the lyrics. In my review of your 12” last issue I said something like “there is 

something more profound in lyrics such as ‘jumping and jumping’ than any ‘war is bad, fuck the system’ sorta crap” 
but when we were out on the road you told me that the lyrics were all just lines taken from anime movies. Were these 
lines chosen for. specific reasons or just because they had stuck in your head? Tell us a bit about some of your 


Yeah, some songs are lines from anime, some are from zen sayings, some are just my own creations. Ultimately I am 

out to.express a specific set of ideas and feelings and I’m always keeping my ears open for words that inspire me 

and express what I’m trying to express. Source is of secondary importance to me. I just want the final versions of 
my own art and message to be the best they can be. 


My lyrics are meant to be a little bit vague, designed so that they can be taken different ways. I don’t want things 
to be too clear, I want people to feel their own feelings and take away their own interpretations. 


That being said, all my lyrics are about something specific and particular. For example, that song “Fish in Front of 
a Waterfall”, the lyrics are “jumping and jumping”...1 wrote that song inspired by the way salmon always move 
forward no matter what the obstacle, jumping up waterfalls over and over to reach their final goal...I hope I can be 
like that too, always moving forward in my life no matter what the obstacle... 


The other songs I’ve mentioned thus far: 

“Like a Tiger That Doesn’t Tread on Any Flowers” - took this line from an episode of the anime Bleach. I forget how 
it was used originally, but I thought it was a great statement that true power shows restraint and respects beauty, 
true power is not wholly destructive.“Black Dog” - took this line from an episode of Cowboy Bebop, an episode that 
did a particularly great job of showing the subtle desperation, confusion, and sadness of daily life, daily strug- 
gles, and. love affairs...‘“The Rock That Will Not Be Withered By the Waterfall” — this line was all mine. Water al- 
ways smooths the edges off of rocks, but I hope to be a rock that remains jagged, uncompromising, natural, even un- 
der a waterfall of life.”’Bones” — this song is all about how life and death are different parts of the same process. 
Each is a continuation of the other, they are interlinked.“Lotus Blooms Twice” - took this line from an episode of 
Naruto, one of the characters has this little saying and I think it’s just perfect and totally inspirational. Much 
like the lotus flower, we must bloom twice. If we fail the first time, we must try again. Never give up!! 


So overall, the lyrics I think are about zen, balance, perseverance, finding chaos in peace and peace in chaos, 

finding beauty in ugliness and ugliness in beauty, how we are all a part of a larger whole while also being a larger 
whole in and of ourselves, without borders or boundaries, how time is continual and nothing ever ends, inner forti- 
tude...., bliahvblah blah. ... .. 4 
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I like generic political punk lyrics, after all that is kinda the stuff that got me into punk. But that’s not what 
I’m interested in talking about in bands. I study political economy and development issues. I work at the US State 
Department. A large segment of my life revolves around political thought, theory, and action. I try to make a 
difference in my own way in my “professional” side of life. I don’t need to talk about the same stuff in my “punk” 
side of life too, there’s other things I want to express too. 


The ‘hardcore family’ is something than seems to run through your work as a band, friends doing artwork, sharing 
splits, organising showg for each other, releasing each others records etc etc. How important is this ‘hardcore 


family’ idea to you, could the band function without this support? Would you be interested in playing in bands if 
the social factor was taken away? 


Hmmm...well, it’s an interesting dynamic for me....as the MUSIC is extremely personal for me, but the 
EXPERIENCE is largely defined by the social aspects. 


When I was younger, I was basically the only person interested in DIY hardcore I knew in real life. I wrote back 
and forth with a lot of people online, but in my day to day life, nobody I knew really shared my interests. 
Eventually my enthusiasm started to rub off on some of my friends, and by the time I was a senior in high school I 
was going to shows regularly and making friends in the scene, but the music and art itself never stopped being an 
intensely. personal thing for me. And even now, there’s VERY few local folks who share similar specific interests’ 
with me around the Baltimore/DC scene. I don’t generally like to share or talk about music except with a 
relatively select few people. In that respect, I was listening to hardcore and collecting records before I was 


ever involved in the scene, and without any of the social context, I would still listen to the same music and 
collect records. as hard as I do. 


The same is basically true with anime, ie when I was younger, I didn’t know ANYONE who liked that stuff, now in my 
local area there’s a grand total of 2 people I know that are serious about it, although I’ve got a lot of friends 


around the world that are into anime and I’m always meeting more. The only difference is that haha I’m a lot more 
excited to talk about and share anime than-I am music. 


But the EXPERIENCE of booking shows, releasing records, playing in bands, that is for me as much a social thing as 
an artistic thing. Obviously I take the artistic side quite seriously, I put a lot of thought into my bands and my 
releases, my art, my contributions to the scene I love so deeply...but there’s no denying that my work is slanted 
towards helping my friends. After going on tour with me, I’m sure you know as well as anyone that I place an 
extremely high priority on relationships and friendships. Take away the network of friends, probably I’d still 
play in. bands but I wouldn’t be so interested in booking shows, driving bands, releasing records, etc, as this 


stuff is a huge mae in the ass and is really a labor of love, I wouldn’t do it unless I loved the art and loved 
the people. 


Lotus Fucker would certainly be a lot different without this particular mindset, but I mean, maybe we wouldn’t 
even be a band; witn ail the Line-up changes and all it was really a network of friends coming and going within 
the band that kept us going up to this point. So who knows. It wouldn’t be as fun or as satisfying if we 


weren’t working with our friends at every step along the way, building relationships and getting to know 
people. Nor would it be as meaningful I think. 


I’d like to talk a little about USA politics now. I’m personally of the opinion that our current ‘world 
leaders’ are just figure-heads for the real power players in the world, the business men and bankers and that 


Barrack Obama is no different to George Bush. How are feelings on the street about him, do people genuinely 
| believe he will change your country? 


Well, I don’t pay close attention to domestic politics as I get enough foreign policy stuff from my academic and 
work life to satisfy any political quota I’ve got in my life. 


That being said, my parents are your average highly-educated liberals and they honestly believed Obama was going 
to change the country and they still vouch for him, despite the fact that the mainstream press seems to be 
rallying against him. A lot of the problem stems from the two-party 
system, which is insanely unhealthy. The Republicans ALWAYS have the upper hand because their entire premise is to 

air : . 3 ee Te : ‘ keep the status quo, to stop any sort 
of social or economic 
progression. They rally around keeping 
things. the same, and it’s easy to rally 
| support because with a lot of 
progressive reforms, even though 
there’s a net gain in utility, those 
that benefit are an amorphous mass 
population, while those that lose are 
specific individuals. The people that 
specifically lose will always try to 
stop things from happening, even if the 
majority will gain. And the majority’s 
per capita gains aren’t enough for them 
to get pissed and rally together. The 
Democrats are so divided and so 
spineless, they can’t rally the. kind of 
overwhelming mandate necessary to enact 
change. They’re.so divided because 
everyone has a different version of 
change...while the Republicans, they 
want everything to stay the same, and 
there’s no vatiation in that. Maybe I’m 
just stating the obvious. If we had 
more parties with equal power and media 
attention, I think that’d inspire a lot 
more interesting debate and change. 

In any event, suffice to say 

that, as'an economics and political 


science graduate 

Istudent, I think President Bush was just about 
the worst president we’ve ever had. I truly 
believe he has set back the progress of not just 
ux country but the entire world community. It’s 
Not difficult for Obama to be better than that. 


How do you think the American public sees 
themselves within world politics? Do people in 
general for example have a clear idea why they 
re at war in Iraq and Afghanistan? 


I come froma fairly affluent and educated area, 
llots of cultured and wordly folks that are 
reasonably aware of the world around them. I 
don't believe this is at all representative of 
the US population as a whole. The American 

public is amongst the most ignorant and apathetic 
in the world, abysmal voter turnout is evidence 
of that. They don’t know and don’t care what’s 
going on in Afghanistan or Iraq. “American 
exceptionalism” is bred deeply into every 
American, the public believes our country can do 
whatever the hell we want because we’re better 
than everyone else, and it’s only smarmy 
academics and bleeding heart. liberals that think 
otherwise. Absolutely disgusting. Americans think 
they run the planet, militarily, economically, 
morally, socially, culturally. It's a load of 

: shit. While respecting the fact (and it’s still a 
fact) that America is basically world hegemon, the world doesn’t revolve around America and American attitudes are 
foul. : 


Frankly, I’m disgusted by a lot of the mainstream political situation. The fact that we need to have debates about | 
gay marriage, for example, is infuriating. Do we live in the fucking stone age? Of course gay people deserve equal 
rights, how is this not obvious? I can’t fathom the thought process that these religious maniacs and psychos seem to 
have. The mainstream debate on immigration also bums me out....the ignorance, the racism, the 
self-centeredness....it’s all insane to me. 


flow about within the American punk scene, what are the general politics? I saw a real mix of different ideas when 
were over from patriotism to scepticism to kids who were: off to join the army. At the same time I think maybe just 
two bands on the whole tour took time to talk about the subjects of their songs during our entire two and a half 

iweek tour. How important are politics within the US hardcore scene today? 


Politics within the current US hardcore scene is basically a joke. Not exactly non-existent, but close. Real 
hardline politics are often laughed at, or relegated to only the most embarrassingly bad of bands. Of course the 
usual sloganeering and liberal party lines you’d expect from punk bands are the norm, but there’s a distinct lack of 
substance in most American bands. Of course, similar criticisms can be made about most punk bands on the planet. In 
an ideal world, punk should be politically minded and aware, but my expectations are pretty low these days. 


In Baltimore, there’s a lot of political talk and some valiant attempts at constructive activities: community farms 
and gardens, collective spaces, a real active Food Not Bombs; DIY-Fest (a giant conference of various workshops 
teaching interesting skills and activities that can be done DIY), and a punks-run brewery. Most of these activities 
stem from the same handful of people. For example, Tess, the singer of Sacrifidelis (one of the many bands I play 
drums in), is the individual largely behind DIY Fest and the punks-run brewery, as well as playing a key role in 
Food Not Bombs, and running Barclay House, the east coast’s premiere punk house, Tess owns it and has been running 
it for 6+ years now. So there’s a lot going on but there’s not mass participation, it’s just a few dedicated 
individuals. But I suppose it’s like that everywhere. 


In DC, there's a wide gap between a certain “PCDC” scene and a miore politically apathetic hardcore scene. Obviously 
= dislike them both, even though I’m friends with plenty of people from both circles. The weird overly-politicized 
up-tight circles of DC seem too stuffy and overdramatic to me, while the silly bro-down mentality of other parts of 
DC seems quite inane and stupid. 


Ok lets talk a little about the Wankys tour, what did it mean to you to bring them to the USA and make the tour hap- 
pen? I personally thought it was one of the most well organised tours I’ve ever been involved with, but did you get 


lwhat you wanted out of it personally? What were some of the highlights for you? 


The Wankys US tour was a dream come true. It was my first attempt at such an endeavor and it was even more work that 
I had expected, but it was also more satisfying and more fun than even my wildest imaginations, and thus I’m 
preparing to do it all over again next summer with other bands. 


Mark and I had been writing back and forth for some time, since the Kamikaze Noise and Chaos Destroy 7”s first 
dropped, and we hit it off pretty well. I absolutely adore the Wankys and thought they were a natural fit for our 
bands, both personally and artistically. So I invited them to come tour the US with us (Lotus Fucker and Chaos 
Destroy), and the rest is history. Over the course of our time together I really fell in love with them both as a 
band and as people. There were points, sitting in the van listening to Lilly Allen and laughing our asses off and 
telling. stories and such, where I thought “Life simply cannot get any better than this. This is ideal. This is 


perfect”. 


Personally, I wasn’t sure what exactly to expect, I just didn’t want to lose any money and I wanted to have fun and 
do well artistically. And I think all three of those goals were accomplished and then some. We did quite well on 
money, I had more fun than I’d ever had before, and we all played quite well every night and pretty much all our 
shows were hits. We all got good reactions, the records we released for the tour sold real quick, and everything was 
great. So I’ve got no complaints. This tour really opened a lot of doors in my mind, gave me a great confidence that 
I’m now in a position to do the things I’ve always dreamed of, that I’m ready to be active on the level that I 
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desire. “And that’s a great feeling. Highlights for me, fuck, there’s a lot, here"s some off the top of my head: 


e Mark playing me the unreleased Confuse demo, fucking inspirational that 10 years into thé age of the internet 
there’s still amazing recordings to be unearthed : “¢ 


e Afterparties in Boston and Augusta, getting wet and wild on that slip-and-slide in minimal clothing was too 
fun. Both those shows were particularly great too. 


Chaos Destroy in New Brunswick, they almost never play live so it always takes them a few shows to get into the 
groove of things om tour. New Brunswick was totally the breakout show for them, absolutely outstanding. 


e The Baltimore show with Slang, World Burns to Death, The Wankys, Lotus Fucker, and Chaos Destroy, gotta say 
‘that’s probably the best show I’1l ever book, an absolute full house and you’d better believe the show was even 
better than it looks considering the line-up! 3 


® Lexington show, Lexington is always a fucking blast to play (in fact I’m currently sitting in the living room 
of Tom from Evil Minded zine as I Seis up this interview, we’re watching Mushishi) and this show was absolutely 
bonkers and maybe the best LF set we’ve played yet 


Mark introducing all of us to Lilly Allen, who’s now a permanent fixture .on the LF tour Sos 
Hanging out at the sub shop in Albany, running around in the park and relaxing 


When the Wankys thanked me after the last show in Columbus, their kind words really touched me and haha I 
blushed. Gotta say, I thought I was gonna cry after this show. 


Being able to watch The Wankys,-one of my all-time favorite bands, play all the hits night after night. Same 
with Chaos Destroy, one of my all-time favorites, to watch them tear it up really brought a smile to my soul. 


When they busted out an All American Good Looking Guys cover in Boston, which is their high school band, holy 
shit....absolutely amazing. 


Playing with Dawn of Humans twice, great band and good friends! When you were yanking on Emil’s chain....Roddy 
that was too perfect, hahahaha. 


Watching Cider play in the women’s bathroom of Now That’s Class, with that huge nazi ex-con | eee and 
headbutting holes in the wall right next to me 


e Seeing all my friends from all over the place, and making brand new ones. 
e Too many More..... es 


I know you have a lot. of releases lined up with your label arid always have boxes full of merch lying around so why 


don’t ya sell yourself a bit here, what’s coming up?? 


Just dropped the Nuklear Blast Suntan LP a little bit ago, maybe you remember them from tour. Great hardcore, 
perhaps like a psyched out Disrupt, perhaps a faster Damad, perhaps a more harsh peace-punk band. Scathing female 
vocals, alternating between short/fast/loud and mid-tempo stompers, real noisy but not raw/trebly/distorted, just 
heavy on psychedelic effects and feedback.

“Anyone who wants to end the annoying and embarrassing problem of losing studs from their leather jackets can find a-so- 
lution by looking to the mighty shark. Sharks are possibly the punks of the ocean because they are unpredictable, frenzied 
and aggressive and they drink a lot. (Other ocean punks include spikey sea urchins and spiny fish with Mohawk-like fins.) 
Whenever a shark loses a tooth there is a smaller tooth right behind it to take its place. "Shark-Tooth Studding” applies the 
same principle to studs on a leather jacket. This process involves studding your entire jacket with small % inch cones, then 
covering each stud with a regular 2 inch cone right on top of it. This has several advantages. First of all, and possibly most 
importantly, you can effectively double your stud count, and could even achieve absolute maximum stud density by having 
a stud surface area larger than the surface area of the jacket itself! Also you are unlikely to lose any studs because the 
smaller stud acts as a sort of anchor for the larger surface stud. And of course if you do lose a stud, there is a small baby 
stud to take its place. The best part of this is if someone sees a stud fall off and sees the little stud beneath it, they might 
think that your jacket is actually somehow alive and growing metal studs, or they might even think that the jacket is your 
hide and that you are a bionic terrorist from the future who has come to earth to wreck everything and destroy their life. 
One final note: if you use this technique on a denim jacket or vest the weight of the studs will-be so intense the jacket will 
quickly fall to pieces, which of course looks awesome.” — :
